Tax  Exempt 

Co-Operatives.” 

In  our  last  issue  we  showed  how  certain  co¬ 
operatives,  originally  formed  to  help  farmers  get 
higher  prices  for  their  products,  had  linked  up 
with  large  Western  mills,  flooding  the  East  with 
cheap  feeds  in  competition  with  home  grown 
products  and  completely  demoralising  markets 
they  had  intended  to  boost. 

Here  is  another’s  view:  “Every  tax  payer  was 
glad  to  relieve  co-operatives  of  paying  taxes, 
and  for  the  Government  to  make  them  unlimited 
loans  at  low  rates  of  interest,  if  they  could  in¬ 
crease  farmers’  incomes;  hut  when  relieved  of 
this  heavy  expense,  some  tock  advantage  of  their 
favored  position  to  sell  every  commodity  from 
hats  to  coffee  for  their  own  profit  and  the  farmers’ 
loss,  making  absolutely  no  contribution  in  the 
way  of  taxes,  and  to  put  out  of  business  the  very 
tax  paying  merchants  who  were  supporting  them. 
Already  whole  tax  paying  industries  have  been 
wiped  out,  reducing  the  government  income  and 
increasing  the  burden  of  other  tax  payers  who 
are  staggering  under  these  increases,  each  of 
whom  must  pay  his  proportion  cf  the  taxes  these 
co-operatives  do  not  pay. 

“Rise  up  Tax  Payers!  Demand  that  these  Co- 
Operatives  who  have  turned  traitor  to  the  famers 
be  forced  to  pay  taxes  like  you  and  I.”
